NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF

SECTION 1. There is hereby created the appointive office 
of Director of Human Resources. The Director of Human Resources 
shall be a member of the Board of Works and he shall perform the 
following additional duties: the review of all grants for Federal 
and State financial and technical assistance, and the recommenda- 
tion, where appropriate, that such grants be sought; the super- 
vision of the coordinator of urban affair's; meeting with the 
Citizen's Advisory Board; meeting with and coordinating the 
activities of all city departments responsible for urban renewal, 
housing code enforcement, public house, planning , youth services 
and intergroup relations; developing and maintaining a resource 
directory on available Federal and State funding sources; meeting 
with the governor's administrative assistance responsible for the 
state office of community affairs; meeting with state and regional 
federal government staff responsible for the funding, monitoring 
and evaluation of government grants; supervising all staff coming 
directly under the Office of Human Resources; coordinating and 
working with all other city and county agencies providing human 
services . 

SECTION 2. Special Ordinance S-713-71 is hereby amended 
by providing that the compensation to be paid such Director of 
Human Resources shall be paid by virtue of his position as a
